Penalties For NOT Reporting Cases Of Notifiable Diseases 


Section 16 of Tlie Public Health Act of the Province of Alberta:— WHENEVER A HOUSE¬ 
HOLDER ASCERTAINS OR HAS REASON TO SUSPECT THAT A PERSON WITHIN HIS 
FAMILY OR HOUSEHOLD IS INFECTED WITH ANY OE THE FOLLOWING NOTIFI¬ 
ABLE DISEASES, namely; Smallpox, Chickenpox, Diptheria, Scarlet Fever, Typhoid Fever, 
Measles, German Measles, Whooping Cough, Mumps. Puerperal Fever, etc., etc., HE SHALL 
WITHIN TWELVE HOURS GIVE NOTICE IN WRITING TO THE EXECUTIVE OFFICER 
OF HEALTH, MUNICIPAL OFFICE, CHAUVIN, or to the"Comicillor for the Ward in which he 
resides (who is the local member of the Local Board of Health of the Municipal District). 

Section 251ANY PERSON VIOLATING ANY OE THE PROVISIONS OF THIS ACT 
SHALL, ON SUMMARY CONVICTION BEFORE A JUSTICE OF THE PEACE, BE LIABLE 

TO A PENALTY OF NOT MORE THAN $50.00 AND COSTS-THIS APPLIES TO ALL 

PERSONS WHO ARE AWARE OP THE EXISTENCE OE ANY NOTIFIABLE DISEASE. 

PERSONS ATTENDING TO EMERGENCY BUSINESS FOR ANY HOUSEHOLD 
WHERE SUCH DISEASE IS KNOWN TO BE, WHETHER OFFICIALLY QUARANTINED 
OR NOT, MUST NOT LOITER IN STORES OR MEETING PLACES. WHERE POSSIBLE 
THEY MUST HAVE THE GOODS HANDED TO THEM AT THE DOOR OF THE STORE -- 
THIS REFERS TO ALL PUBLIC PLACES. 

Whenevver any house has been placed under quarantine, (either by card or verbally) NO 
PERSON THEREIN SHALL LEAVE nor shall the contents thereof be removed from any such 
house, nor shall any occupant thereof hold communication that might result in spread mg infection 
with any person outside such house; no person shall enter such house except attendars until such 
house, inmates and contents have been properly disinfected and released from qua: ntine. 

Provided further that any inmate of any infected house may do whatever may he necessary 
to procure medical or other aid 'in any emergency.

fat. The remaining five prizes were 
won by herds from widely scattered 
points in the province. 


European pheasants that were lib¬ 
erated in Alberta three years ago are 
spreading- through the country so 
rapidly that it is thought on open 
shooting season will be permissible in 
a couple of years hence. Some of 
them have been seen in Southern 
Saskatchewan. They have proven 
quite hardy in the West. 


U. F. A. Membership 


A year of rapid growth in the mem 
bership of all branches of the United 
Farmers of Alberta was recorded dur 
ing 191. The total paid up member¬ 
ship of 37,67*9 includes 4,200 members 
in the U.F.W.A. and 1,479 juniors; 
divisions being approximately 32,000. 
The membership in all branches in 
1920 was 30,760, of whom 3,926 were 
in the U.F.W.A. and 942 puniors. 
These figures, revealing an increase 
of more than 23 per cent, during- the 
past year, are contained in a report 
on membership just completed by the 
central office. During the twelve 
years which have elapsed since the 
U.F’A. was formed by the union of 
the Sbciety of Equity and the Alberta 
Farmers, the membership has mul¬ 
tiplied seventeen times.
